uled for this afternoon. 
There was a 


doubt at 2 o'clock if the hearing would 
be held today or postponed until Mon- 
day. 


The story which the white haired 


wealthy jurist will tell, is the same as 


repeated many times 
since 
the 


killing. The main points of it follows: 


That, a party of friends, of which 


the handsome, officer was a member, 
had spent the evening at the judge's 
house. 


That cards were played but nothing 


except, near beer was had to drink. 


That the judge left to take other 


guests home, leaving- Mrs. Day and 
Beck alone. 


That, when he returned he saw Mrs. 


Da.y struggling with the guest of the 
house. 
That he went upstairs, got his re- 


volver and started to drive Beck from 
his home. 


That he, started to hit Berk over 


tho head with the. revolver and it. ex- 
ploded accidentally, killing the man. 


Forest .Hughes, prosecuting attor- 


ney, continued investigation into what 
he termed tho "hidden angles" of the 
case. Hughes said he did not believe 
that Day had told the story of the 
killing. 


Day in a. statement to the United 


Press previous to the inquest said: 


"Down through 
the ages, it ha.s 


been the inalienable; 
right of a man 


to defend his home and 
his 
loved 


ones. Defense of home and honor is 
the first principle of Americanism. 


"I merely exercised my God given 


right when I used force to drive from 
under my roof this 
man 
whom I 


loved as brother-—who suddenly lost 
the role of gentleman a.nd attempted 
to rob me of my most priceless pos- 
session—my wife. 


"Thore is a 'code of Oklahoma.' that 


ha,s hnildod the southwest that would 
not have permitted me to look my 
family in the face if 1 had done other- 
wise. 


"I meant to drive Beck from my 


home by force if 
necessary. 
His 


death w.i.s accidental. 
1 was merely 


lighting for nly own and resisting his 
rttenipt 
to 
attack 
mo—the 
man 


whom ho had betrayed after I had 
trusted him with my wife and daugh- 
ter."

Davis gave warning that coal prices should 
not be increased in and near the bitumin- 
ous mining districts, dealers are reported 
to have added a storage carrying charge 
to the price. 
This doubtless means that 


n similar advance will be made at points 
more distant from the mines. AVhether 
the advance i? made now or later will not 
ma.ke much difference. 


The public vrill pay the cost of the coal 


strike fn the end. The public always pays 
for these controversies between the oper- 
ators and the miners, -with, a cood deal 
thrown in to boot. If the public expects 
to get oft' without footing the bill in the 
present, strike, it made a poor calculation. 


The public naturally wants the strike 


terminated, but it does not want if termin- 
ated until the responsibility for the breacb 
is placed and until there is an opportunity 
lo make a settlement on something like a 
permanent basis. 
<V course there cught 


not to be an immediate increase in the 
price of coal, but that seems to be a matter 
over which there is no governmental con- 
trol. 
However, there is a larse slock of 


coal above ground and this will afford aii 
opportunity to go into the dispute with a 
minimum of burden to industry and com- 
merce. 


The miners are anxious that the gov- 


ernment should intervene. The operators 
prefer that the strike be allowed to take 
i1s course, believing that they can defeat 
the men without exposing their business 
to fhe publicity ot an inquiry. 
Never- 


theless, whether the government r-onsiders 
the direct issue or not. it should investi- 
gate the coal mining industry. The strike 
is only one phase of the ivhole problem. 
There are social and economic questions 
that are of the utmost importance to the 
nation.

Toothbrushes and toothbrushing drills, according 


to I>r. Westlake. will not save the teeth, because un- 
clean mouths and unclean or unsound teeth are 
fundamentally due to nutritional defects. 
Tie tells 


us that chewing of the vegetables, nuts and fruits 
containing the mineral salts, such as calcium of 
which the teeth are largely composed, is vitally nec- 
essary. And he offers this "inside information" to 
those who wish 
to- have a clean mouth and are 


tired of tootbrushinjy and tooth pastes: 


"The research scientists of the rrreat profession 


of dentistry have decided in favor of fruit acid for 
the mouth—it being as good for the teeth as it is for 
the body. 


After one has eaten an orange, lemon or grape- 


fruit, cut. the skin inlo strips and put them in a 
clean mason or screw cap fruit jar with a piece of 
clean cotton or cloth wet with salt water to keep 
the strips moist. 


On arising in the morning and retiring at night, 


ririoo the mouth well with dilute pure wine vinegar 
or cider vinegar. Then take one of the moist strips 
of fruit skin and massage tho teeth and gums. 


Prepare the> -\inegar dilution by adding four toa- 


spoonfuls of vinegar to each glassful of water. This 
m;iy be prepared in quantity and kept in a bottle for 
use as desired." 


I have some four or five communications from 


dentists in various parts of the country who defend 
the rite of brushing the teeth and 1 shall try to 
quote their strong points in another article. 1 pre- 
sent Dr. Westl.iko's excellent suggestion here in 
answer to numerous correspondents who want to 
know how to keep the teeth olo'iii if ne>i by Ihe use 
of the toothbrush. 
So far us the medical or physi- 


ological side of the e|tiestion is concerned, fruit acids 
are perfectly wholesome in effect.

demanded an armistice and announced

ing how to conduct the war, and fin-

signal for the revolution which was 
to annihilate Ihe German Empire..."

vent the world war" concludes 
the 


Professor, "it would have been forced 
on us oven if we had had a different 
policy in July 1314,

had been a different man."

lers find adoption of other means of 
purifying city water, death rates from 
typhoid and dysentery always have 
fallen remarkably. 


Jn a big city the water supply is 


regularly inspected by bacteriologists, 
people trained in the special work of 
testing the purity (if tho water.

cordingly, it is not those days very 
dangerous lo drink water out nf the 
faucet.

ter supply occurs tho public is sup- 
posed to be notified at once by the
